Kristalna Noc (Kragujevas) 
Providjenje Jagodina) 
Sorab 18 (Jagodina) 
Agressija (Kikinda) 


irst gig of the year of 

1998 in Serbia took 

place in Kragujevac on 

March 28", a town 

about two hours drive from 

Belgrad.

surprise — beer price was low.

They released full-length album 
with 10 songs called “Vojnik 
Revolucije” (Soldier of Revo- 
lution). 

Next was Jagodina‘s 
Providjence (Providence). They 
played songs from both of their 
albums and to say the truth, 
they are great on stage. At the 
end of their set (1 — 1,5hour) 
they were joined with Tesa, 
a well-known skinhead from 
Novi Sad and singer in “Razors 
88”. They played “Barbecue in 
Rostock”, “Blood & Honour”,

+ few more covers and the 
atmosphere was, as you can 
imagine, — great. Crowd of 
150 saluting, Sieg-Heiling and 
singing along. Pure White 
magic! 

Then came Sorab 18, also 
from Jagodina. They played

between songs. They were ok 
and played for an hour. Last

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one of the oldest bands here. 
They have existed since early 
90’s, but they recorded their 1* 
album just this year, although 
it isn’t available yet [How about 
now?

But back 
to the gig, Kikinda guys really 
gave their best and all of us 
really enjoyed their well-known 
songs “Hate”, “the Future”, 
“Skinheads” and others.

About 100 Skins were 
gathered from Belgrade, Novi 
Sad, Lazarevac and more, went 
crazy. lan’s classics were going 
on one after one: “Back With 
a Bang”. “White Power (For 
Serbia — today)”, Our Pride is 
Our Loyalty” and many more 
with their own songs “White 
Revolution”, “Razors 88”... 


They raised incredible feelings 
in everyone. 
After a short (liquid) break, 


Radikalne Patriote came on. 
They played their own songs 
from their album “Life is a 
struggle” and sounded much, 
much better live. Nad they 
also played few new songs — 
“Kosovo” about.., well | guess 
you all know about what; and 
also few No Remorse covers 
with their dedication to two 
comrades who beated one 
gipsy to death last october 
(1997). These comrades (18) 
were charged and got 10 years 
each. 

| just want to mention one 
thing that hasn‘t got much to 
do with the gig. Those guys got 
10 years for killing one gipsy, 
while one man who produced 
some awful brandy with 75% 
of methyl alcohol (poison!) got 
15 years. Reason why? Well, 
only 63 men died after drinking 
that shit and many more got 
severe wounds; they are blind, 
in special hospitals, etc... So, 
you can see how cheap is life 
of one Serbian man and how 
much valued is a life of a 
gipsy!!! 

Well, back to the gig again. 
Well, soon it was all over. Cops 
entered few times (to hear 
quality music, | bet) but caused 
no damage. About 2am we all 
went home (sweet home). The 
gig was on real nice place, we 
were really good boys and we 
all celebrated the birthday of 
you-know-who. The gig proved 
that we are still alive and 
that a good concert can be 
held in Belgrade too! It was a 
good night with Vlada the Russ, 
(Prota the soldier) and Mirijevo 
squad!

The American Scene - A brief 


overview 


The man behind Panzerfaust Records tells 
what’s America today. There are many 
differences between the American and 


European scenes. 


e are now in the

W skinheads in North 


America, and are pleased to say 
that despite our many hardships 
and losses, we are doing better 
than ever before. After quite a 
few upsets and setbacks, we 
are now experiencing a renewal 
of strength and growth that is 
putting us back on the map. 
Why has this rebirth come 
about? Most likely, it is because 
our nation is falling apart faster 
than before, so more people 
are taking things more seriously 
now. But behind this new force 
are several positive things that 
have been driving us ahead. 


HAMMERSKINS 


he Hammerskin Nation, which 
was founded and centered in 
lexas, is now quite strong. 
There are several chapters in 
the United States, but the 
Hammerskins have lead the way 
in terms of skinhead music and 
concerts. They have organized 
several successful shows or 
ave done security for others, 
and a huge portion of the active 
bands out there are made of 
Hammerskin members. 
Orange County of Southern 
California, is considered to be 


the Skinhead Capital of the 
United States. 3 different bands 
and America’s premiere White 
Power internet Radio Station 
are from the region, as well as 
large amounts of skinheads. Of 
course, this is the area where 
Mexican immigration has been 
rampant, so more youth are 


taking extreme viewpoints in 
the mess that their hometowns 
have become. 

Other geographical areas 
where we are seeing larger 
scenes include the Upper 
Midwest, Northern Florida, New 
Jersey, upstate New York and 
the Pacific Northwest.

Immigration from Eastern 
Europe has also meant that 
there are actually several crews 
of Polish skinheads in New 
York, Toronto, and Chicago. and 
the wide variety of ages now 
involved with our cause has 
made us more of an extended 
family, with everyone from the 
ages of 14 to 40 being included. 
Our Canadian brothers in the 
north are often separated by 
geographical distance from the 
rest of us, but the bonds of our 
brotherhood are strong. 


SIX MUSIC LABELS 
There are currently three major 
labels in the United States that 
are shaping the direction of the 
scene. Panzerfaust Records, 
which we will go into detail 
in the next segment of this 
report, has focused all of its 
energy into creating the bulk of 
North American skinhead rock 


‘n roll since 1998. Resistance 
Records has a broader-based 
plan to get into the mainstream 
as much as possible without 
losing their political stance. 
They have recently made a 
move to invest heavily into the 
pagan NS metal scene, which 
some have liked and others not. 
They still cater to skinhead rock 
and roll and publish Resistance 
Magazine, so it has not been a 
breakaway. Tri-State-Terror, led 
by Ryan of Blue-Eyed Devils, 
focuses on producing hatecore 
music. Their label isn’t as active 
as the other two, but it has 
made some of the highest 
quality material coming out of 
the U.S. Smaller companies 
include Imperium Records, plus 
Vinland and Strikeforce 
Distribution. 

There are several develop- 
ments that have been very 
intriguing in terms to the 
direction of this new wave. 
First, many rural areas have 
been mixing the skinhead look 
and music with what many 
Americans call the “hick” look, 
to create their own styles. Since 


America is quite large and these 
people aren’t always close or 
in contact with skinheads in 
the suburbs or cities, they have 
their own unique bend on the 
WP skinhead culture. 

Second, the same is going 
on with the pagan metal and 
skinhead look, as this genre 
is becoming more popular with 
the young, as mainstream 
music caters less and less to 
their interests. Because of the 
crossover that metalheads and 
skinheads started last decade, 
we are seeing an equal number 
of people who listen to both 
our stuff and metal as there are 
people who listen to nonpolitical 
Oil/hardcore and White Power. 


TWO MAJOR GROUPS 


Third, many skinheads are 
becoming active in larger 
political organizations — that 
aren't just for skinheads. The 
National Alliance and the 
Church of the Creator are 
the two major groups who 
have been receiving this influx. 
Both groups have substantial 
numbers of people who are

either involved in the skinhead 
scene, have been involved in the 
past and have since distanced 
themselves on good terms, 
or have some sort of 
association. This has meant 
a better-educated and more 
politically-oriented skinheads, 
but it also has meant that 
the organizations themselves 
have changed. Resistance 
Records — and Resistance 
Magazine, for example, are 
owned by the National Alliance, 
an organization which previously 
had a reputation for being a 
group of primarily older, more 
“reserved’ individuals. 

But by far the biggest 
development has been the rise 
of online technology. Since 
America is a huge-ass country 
and our urban areas are far 
more spread out than European 
ones, the biggest problem many 
had in becoming involved in the 
scene was finding someone who 
could tell them where to start, or 
at least to find some skinhead 
rock! With online chatrooms, 
webpages, Mp3s, online radio, 
e-bulletin boards and email, our 
network for meeting people has 
changed incredibly. Of course, 
there are more than a few 
weirdos and geeks who are WP 
skinheads only in the safety of

online anonymity, but the good 
surpasses the bad one hundred 
fold. 


FREE OPINIONS 

The biggest differences between 
the European and American 
scenes? Foremost is that the 
size of our country and lack 
of lightrail means that concerts 
have to be very well put together 
to be attended. There is a 
higher level of skinheads who 
drop out, and we have entire 
areas of our nations where 
skinheads are hard to come 
by. But we also enjoy far 
less “Special Branch” Police 
harassment and almost 
absolute freedom of the press. 
The only time an American 
record label has ever been 
raided was when Resistance 
didn’t file their state income 
tax, and the authorities claim 
that they only investigate “Hate 
Crimes” and gangs they see 
as violent or dangerous. It’s a 
load of shit, but better than 
Europe. Of course, we have our 
problems with in-fighting and 
those who are not following the 
correct code of conduct, but 
this is true everywhere. 

So far, we seem to catching 
up with our European counter- 
parts. The number of bands 


and CD releases are up. Well- 
attended, successful concerts 
are happening more these days. 
The “zine scene” is pretty weak 
right now, but webpages have 
shot way up. We're seeing 
more regular young people who 
want to become involved with 
skinheads and listen to the 
music, probably because of 
American History X, but also 
because of the way things are 
going with our country. 


EUROPEAN HERITAGE 


There has been some 
discussion amongst ‘the 
pseudo-intellectuals that claim 
the American cause, and hence 
the American scene, has been 
lagging behind due to our lack 
of “culture” and “heritage” as 
opposed to Europe's tradition. 
This is a completely ridiculous 
claim as we have built our own 
heritage of a nation, but there is 
sort of an identity crisis for some 
American skinheads, who don’t 
know if they should consider 
themselves to be American 
patriots with a Pan-European 
bond, or if they are Europeans. 
Many skinheads in the U.S. 
usually try to promote their 
ethnic background in some way; 
for example, someone who's 
half Irish and half Italian will 
wear one patch of each nation 
on their flight jacket. Still others 
try to bring it further by studying 
on the politics or culture of their 
ancestry, but the problem is that 
they are sort of going through 
the motions, as most American 
skinheads are at least three 
or four different backgrounds, 
have no real connection to their 
past, and don’t speak their 
ancestors language. Hopefully, 
most skinheads in America will

In this 
part we bring you the story 
behind one of the forces that is 
helping elevate WP skinheads 
to a new level. 

Panzerfaust Records was 
created in 1998 in Minnesota, 
during a time when many people 
were getting discouraged about 
the ways things were running 
in North America. Resistance 
had been more or less shut 
down, and was peddled off to 
a corrupt old right-winger who 
just wanted to make money off 
of the product, which of course 
failed since nobody would trust 
him. Many of the bands that 
were still around were having 
a hard time finding domestic 
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them to the last, we have to 
focus on what we can do best, 
which is to take care of our own 


labels, so people were generally 
releasing their own products 
or signing on overseas. The 
creation of a Canadian label 
would be impossible, due to the 
ridiculous laws in that country. 
Tri-State Terror Records was and 
is an incredible project, but the 
label was never meant to be an 
expansive full-time operation. It 
was clear that something would 
have to be done. 


JUMP-START 


Right from the start, the mission 
of Panzerfaust was to provide 
the energy and material to 
jump-start the troubled scene. 
Panzerfaust wanted to give the 
youth of our nation an outlet 
to fight against the insanity of 
modern times, and the first 
place to start was with regaining 


nation. 

What the future holds for us? 
Probably a bigger and more 
diverse scene that is more 
available and known to more 
white kids. With youth the way 
they are we expect to see some 
dramatic changes in music and 
style that will upset some of 
the older folks who are with 
skinheads, but we are willing 
to take the risk to accept all 
positive newcomers. 

So with our nation coming 
apart at the scenes, we are 
working together to build up a 
defense against the madness 
that America has become, and 
an alternative for the future!

The other large company in 
North America is Resistance, 
which as mentioned in the 
last segment, is now under 
the control of the National 
Alliance, Though their mission 
statement is to produce all 
different types of Eurocentric 
music, Resistance Magazine is 
still read by most skinheads, 
and there is a heavy influx 
of Panzerfaust articles and 
cooperation within. Panzerfaust, 
however, wishes to stay on the 
task of helping the scene reach 
it’s full potential. 

Panzerfaust hopes to 
continue in the same strain 
of progression in the next few 
years. More CDs, more t-shirts, 
more books, more concerts, a 
few surprises, and above all, not 
to loose the momentum that 
they have created. Their slogan 
seems to be: “For our cause, 
our comrades, our families and 
friends, let’s kick some ass!”

For travelling skins it a great way to get contacts in 
various countries or towns. 


When you want to join the list, you need to mention your: 


Country, 

Town, Number of Skinheads in your town, 

Name, M = male, F = female, Year when born, Skinhead type: 
ns, wp, nationalist, trad, oi, ska, POW, some other - what?, 

In your home town a number of Skinhead crowded B: bars, C: 
Clubs, G: Gigs/year, S: shops, Other places - what?, 

Can you organize a place to sleep for a traveling skinhead: 
YES/NO, 

Free time activities, Your contact address: ISB (RO Box 
88, 04321 Tuusula, Finland), Your own PO.Box-address, email- 
address, or www-page or other contact info. 

D = ISB-distributor. 

The last number in the end of each person shows until which 
issue your contact info is valid. After that issue you should renew 
your info if you want to continue on the list. 

You can change your information for the next ISB any time. 


Your own real name and address will be known only by the 
ISB. When somebody wants to get a contact to you or your 
town, ISB will send the one’s letter to you, and you can make 
contact if you like. 

When you want to contact some person or area of ISB-list: 


1. Write a letter to the person you want to contact or to the one 
who is living the area you want to visit. Write his name, town & 
country on his envelope. 

2. Put your sealed letter in a larger envelope with one International 
Response Coupon (IRC) or 1 USD (or same sum in your currency) 
for each letter that weighs less than 20 g. 

3. Mail the larger envelope to the |.S.B., stick enough stamps on 
it! 

4. The ISB will buy stamps with the IRC or money that you provide 
and send your sealed letter to the receiver. 

5. Forwarded emails to email addresses are free. For email prints 
to be sent forward by mail: add IRC or money worth one USD.

I'm in jail and condemned of 
17 years, for killing a black, 16 
more comrades of fight, and |. 


THE FIRST RACIAL 
DEATH 
All this occurred on the past 
date of June 10, 1995, which 
is the day of Portugal, day 
of the Lusitanian race, 60-70 
nationalists and skins coming 
from several cities around 
Portugal got together for a 
celebration dinner. When the 
dinner ended we all went to 
another part of Lisbon where 
there are a lot of bars and also 
many blacks, that’s where it 
all started the hunt of fucking 
enemy. It ended with one 
dead and a dozen injured 
Can, it was something never 


seen in Portugal and of 60-70 
comrades only 17 where 
arrested and we were stupidly 
accused of genocide murder 
and badly injury. 

That was the first time that 
we in Portugal suffered the 
accusation genocide, another 
important thing is that they 
didn’t have any proof of who 
killed 2 @igs but we still 
got convicted, almost everyone 
stiff sentences. The biggest 
sentence was of 18 years and 
at that time the maximum 
sentence possible in Portugal 
was of 20 years for being a 
nationalist and for defending 
our race and country, we were 
convicted with such high 
sentences just like we were big 
criminals. 

The fight must go on, we 
shall defeat the fucking enemy 
together we will be with power 
and glory of future white folks, 
we no more surrender the pride 
and glory to stay in us. Today 
I’m in prison, but in the future 
| will keep up the fight now 
and forever, for my race my 
fatherland and nation, we are 
to be the future of white world. 


RIGHT WING 
POLITICAL PARTIES 


After this episode the movement 
got a bit slack concerning 
the police and the (SIS) 


"International Secret Services” 
kind ofKGB, because they 
investigated every thing that 
got to do with us, like the 
big fight between skinheads 
and members of a_ small 
Trotskyist party PS.R. (Socialist 
Revolutionary Party), in 1989, 
which resulted in the death of a 
PSR leader. 

This time to exist, ns parties 
and fascist organizations are 
forbidden by the Portuguese 
constitution there have been a 
lot of nationalist parties that 
usually haven’t lasted too long. 
Some of the bigger ones were 
the M.A.N. (National Action 
Movement) and the FD.N. 
(National Defense Front). They 
were also raided by the police 
in the early 90’s, and a lot of 
material was confiscated and 
it soon folded. Nowadays there

are a lot of small parties that 
aren't as radical the M.A.N. 
or FD.N. there is the national 
alliance, the right wing 
nationalist front, Portuguese 
national party and others.

At the moment there are three 
bands *Lusitanoi” have 
recorded E.R called “an eye 
for an eye a tooth for a 
tooth” and two tracks for the 
compilation cd street soldier 
and started recording a cd that 
will be released through the 
Portuguese label "Dogs of war”. 
The other bands are called 
Extremo and Combate. They are 
bands like the old, Guarda de 
Ferro, the first skinhead band 
in Portugal, Bulldogs da Patria, 
Confronto and some others. 
We have  fanzines like 
Sobressalto, Luz Ofensiva and 
Justica Liberdade (justice and 
freedom), the great nationalist 
magazine, case for to write 
address is: Apartade 14.121, 
1064 Lisbon Codex Portugal. 


ROLAO PRETO AND 
SALAZAR — MY 
HEROES 


The early 30's there were so 
many Portuguese nationalist 
heroes, that | decided to choose 
one that was a great man 
and most people don’t know 
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about "Rolao Preto”, leader of 
national syndicalist movement 
in Portugal, know as the blue 
shirts with ideals very similar to 
those of the Spanish falange 
and “Jose Antonio Primo de 
Rivera” (with whom Rolao Preto 
met) and the jons and ramiro 
ledesma, this movement grew 
and in the early 30's it had 
more than 50.000 members. 
It was the biggest movement 
of its kind in Portugal. In the 
mid 30s it was banned by 
the estado novo (new state) of 
Salazar, because of differences 
of ideology and the power that 
the blue shirts had in the 
Portugal armed forces, seen as 
a danger to Salazar’s regime. 
Antonio de Oliveira Salazar 
was a great man, and a true 
nationalist. He was a natural 
born leader considered by many 
as a moderate fascist he was 
a catholic a traditionalist an 
also anti communist and anti 
democrat he formed a corporate 
state based on the political 
organization Uniao Nacional 
(national union) in which the 
main values were the God, 
nation and family. He revitalized 
the Portuguese economy; 
developed industry and built 
schools he created the 
mocidade portuguesa (Portu- 
guese youth) a national youth 
organization and the legiao 


portuguesa (Portuguese legion) 
which was regime's militia. 

Salazar was a friend of Franco 
and he supported the 
nationalists in the Spanish civil 
war where many Portuguese’s 
volunteers fought. The estado 
novo and Salazar like Franco 
in Spain, survived World War Il, 
having kept their neutrality and 
siding with the British after the 
war. 

Salazar maintained the 
Portuguese colonial empire that 
included Angola, Mozambique 
and other territories in India, 
Macao and East Timor. In the 
60s, the war in Africa started 
instigated by the communists. 
Salazar died in 1970 and the 
empire started to fall apart in 
1974 the communist revolution 
of April 25", took place, the 
African colonies were left to 
be controlled by Soviets and 
Cubans and Portugal lived in 
political chaos until the end of 
the 70s, by then communism 
was beaten and a democratic 
system has ruled the country 
ever since. 

This is a history of my country, 
enclosed my life, in spite of to 
live on small country, but with 
the great nationalists.

Soldier Story

n the army | was in a field 

artillery unit in Ansbach, 

Germany. | was only there 

19 months (tours are 18 
months or 2 years depending on 
length of enlistment, whether 
you bring your family at army 
expense, etc.), but | got to see 
a lot. 

It is hard to say what was 
best with in my time in Europe. 
| loved "Oktoberfest"; spent 
"New Years” 85/86 in London 
- that was great; played on 
an army rubby team against 
Germans, French, Brits. But | 
guess the best memory | really 
have is when we played a 
wargame with a couple hundred 
thousand soldiers. It was good 
because for the only time 
we actually went to our real 
assigned defense area, on the 
Czech border (then, of course, 
still communist), The villages 
were like medieval farm villas, 
with people actually plowing 
fields with oxen! | had never 
seen anything so old-fashioned 
in my life, and | am from one 
of the oldest-fashioned areas 
of America — Maine. We literally 


pulled howitzers and such in 
these peoples back yards, slept 
in their barns, etc. - just like 
real wartime. 

Unlike 99% of Germany, most 
of the people had never been 
around American soldiers, and 
they treated us like we were 
really there that day to defend 
them from the communists. 
The bridges and such still had 
old swastikas in the cement, 
which, of course, is illegal and 
has been destroyed everywhere 
else. Because it was a war 
game, no one was _ allowed 
to leave battle positions, but 
my lieutenant was a personal 
friend, so he used to take my 
best comrade and | out on 
"reconnaissance patrols” after 
dark, which meant we took a 
jeep a couple miles away and 
drank in a pub! The Germans 
did not speak a word of English, 
but we spoke all night and 
they fed us and gave us free 
beer until we were near sick. 
Afterwards, for 3 or 4 nights, 
they used to beg us to go 
home with them to meet their 
daughters! 

It was nice to spend a couple 
weeks where they not only liked 
us, but also treated us like 
heroes who had just forced the 
Russians to retreat! It was a 
memorable time, and | will never 
forget it. Plus, out of boredom, 
my friend and | crawled two

miles behind "enemy lines” and 
captured a German tank crew, 
and made them drive us to 
our own headquarters while we 
stood on the turret shooting 
blanks like some corny WW 
ll movie. | received a special 
recognition for that.
